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France-U.K. — 
Will Pull Out 
To Preserve 
West’s Unity 


LONDON, Dec. 1 (Kyodo-UP) 


France and Britain were re- 
ported agreed Saturday on plans 
for early withdrawal of troops 
from Egypt to speed the Suez 
Canal reopening and _ restore 
Western allied unity before a 
full Syrian crisis breaks. 
Soviet Russia kept the Middle 
East simmering by repeating its 


PARIS, Dec. 1 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Premier Guy Mollet and 
Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau were reported to have _ 
conferred Saturday to draw 
up a declaration that France 
will join Britain in leaving 
the Suez Canal zone by Christ- 
mas—if certain conditions are 
met. Pineau arrived at noon 
at Mollet’s residence upon his 
return from London. Pineau 
said afterward ae would have 
a press statement at 3 p.m. 
(11 p.m. JST) Monday at the 
same time British Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd add- 
resses the House of Commons 
on Suez. 
charges that the United States 
is carrying out a provocative 
campaign against Syria “in pre- 
paration of an armed attack.” 

Diplomats regarded the Sy- 
rian problem as_ potentially 
more dangerous than the Suez 
crisis. They said it was vir- 
tually certain Soviet “volun- 
teers” would go into action if 
there is war between Syria and 
Turkey and Iraq, 


The Israeli Government order- 
ed its United Nations represent- 
ative to submit a resolution con- 
demning Russia for its meddl- 
ing in Mid-East affairs. 

Authoritative sources’ said 
Britain and France had agreed 
to pull their infantry troops 
completely out of Egypt by the 
end of the year at the latest and 
possibly by Christmas. 

By doing so, they hoped to 
rebuild the shattered Western 


__ alliance which bath nations re- 


gard as necessary for their sur- 
vival. But they still remain 
highly critical of American 
policy. 

Both governments faced the 
possibility of parliamentary re- 
volts unless they make the with- 
drawal as painless as possible. 
This is to be done through a 
gradual withdrawal that would 
permit their places to be taken 
by the U.N. emergency force. 


British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd goes before the 
House of Commons Monday to 
announce the Anglo-French de- 
cision. But informed sources 
said the U.S. action Friday in 
freeing oil for Europe meant 
the two nations had agreed to 
withdraw quickly. 

Final details of the with- 
‘drawal plan Avere worked out 
Friday in conferences between 
Lloyd and French Foreign Min- 
ister Christian Pineau. Pineau, 
before returning to Paris early 
Saturday morning, made it clear 
France was not withdrawing 
without conditions. These in- 
clude military precautions and 
political questions, 

Diplomatic circles said a hitch 
was still possible but that act- 
ing Turkish Foreign Minister 
Endem Menderes, now in Lon- 
don for talks on the Syrian 
situation, urged speedy with- 
drawal in hopes of strengthen- 
ing the Baghdad Pact. 

One of the main reasons be- 
hind the Anglo-French decision 
was that work on clearing the 
canal must be speeded up to 
save the West European eco- 
nomy. And Egyptian President 
Nasser has said there will be 
no work on the canal as long 
as Anglo-French forces remain 
there,

Dock Strike Ban

—A federal judge, saying 
national security is at stake, 
Friday extended the Taft- 
Hartley ban on the East and 
Gulf coast dock strike to 80 
days. District Judge Frede- | 
rick Van Pelt Bryan’s order 
bars any renewal of the 
strike before mid-February. 
He cautioned against slow- 
downs, which hampered ship 
movements in New York 
Thursday and Friday. The 
Government complained ‘that 
any renewed strike could 
choke off deliveries of ura*- 
ium and other critical mater- 
ials to the nation’s atomic 
energy program. However, 
the International Longshore- 
men’s Association Indepen- 
dent said its policy—even 
when on strike—is not to 
impede strategic military or 
atomic shipments. .

Red Police 
Stop Youths 
From Fleeing 
To Austria 


VIENNA, Dec. 1 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Communist police were re 
ported Saturday rounding up 
thousands of Hungarian youths 
to prevent them from seeking 


freedom in the West. 

A Radio Budapest broadcast 
said some 2,000 teen-agers were 
picked up by Red police at 
Gyoer, northwest of Budapest 
on the main highway to Aus- 
tria, It said the youths were 
“detained” and sent back to 


their parents. 
According to Austrian autho- 


rities, nearly 35,000 of the 100,- 
000 Hungarians who have 
reached the safety of Austria 


are under 25 years of age. 
Observers believed that if the 


Russians and Hungarian Com- 
munists had wanted to prevent 
anti-Communists from escaping 
they could have sealed off the 


border a long time ago. 

But, the observers said the 
Communists apparently were re- 
lieved to get rid of the youths, 
most of whom were: freedom 
fighters. 

The Red Army tightened con- 
trol along the Austrian border, 
sealing off some parts complet- 
lv. Austrian security forces re- 
ceived reports that Soviet sol- 
diers were planting minefields 
in some frontier sectors. 

The Kadar Government, at 
the same time, took steps to 
get refugees to return. It of- 
fered an amnesty to all who 
returned by next March 31, and 
it called on the Austrian Govy- 
ernment to send back ail 
youths, 

The deadlock between rebelli- 
ous Hungarian workers and the 
Kadar regime held. Kadar Fri- 
day rejected as “destructive”

U.S. Orders 
Emergency 
Flow of Oil 
To Europe 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (INS) 
—President Eisenhower Friday 
Ordered a massive emergency 
flow of oil to ease the critical 
shortage in Europe and U.S. 
Officials said 500,000 barrels a 
day will be in transit before 
Christmas, 

The Chief Executive acted at 
his Augusta, Ga., vacation head- 
quarters in anticipation of a 
formal British-French pledge of 


prompt withdrawal of _ their 
troops from Egyp*. 
Defense Mobilizer Arthur 


Flemming, on instructions from 
the President, directed imple- 
mentation of an emergency 
plan in which 15 U.S. oil com- 
panies will form a giant pool to 
alleviate the European oil 
Shortage resulting from the 
closing of the Suez Canal and 
sabotaged Middle East pipelines. 

The Middle East Emergency 
Committee, organized by the 
Government and made up of re- 
presentatives of the 15 petro- 
leum firms, was called to a 
meeting in New York next Mon- 
day to work out a gigantic re- 
deployment of the world’s tank- 
er fleet. 

In calling the meeting, acting 
Interior Secretary Felix E. 
Wormser said the West has lost 
two million barrels of oil daily 
due to the Middle East crisis. 

Interior Secretary Fred Sea- 
ton, with the consent of Attor- 
ney General Herbert Brownell, 
Jr., Was requested to authorize 
the oil companies to aid in solv- 
ing the oil supply problem. 

Governmert officials emphas- 
ized that the emergency pro- 
cedure will not mean gasoline 
or oil rationing in the U.S. 
However, industry spokesmen 
indicated that higher fuel oil 
and gasoline prices may result. 

Diplomats predicted that one 
immediate effect of the Presi- 
dent’s order would be an im- 
provement in U.S.+* British 
French relations, which deter- 
iorated sharply after armed in- 
tervention by Britain and 
France in the Egypt-Israel con- 
flict, - sel 
The action came as France 
agreed to a big increase in 
petroleum product imports from 
Russia. The Soviet Union ear- 
lier this week offered to sell oil 
to certain Western, European 
nations, but did not include 
Britain in the offer. 

Flemming said in a statement 
that “the present problem is 
esssentially a transportation 
problem.” 

Government officials said 39 
US.owned oil tankers are 
being taken from the “mothbail 
fleet” for use in the emergency 
shipment operation. 

Spokesmen added that Ame- 
rican oil production will be step- 
ped up to 850,000 barrels a day, 
to provide half a million barrels 
daily for Europe and to replace 
the normal shipments of oil to 
the U.S. East Coast from Middle 
East producing areas. 

It was emphasized that even 
when the U.S, flow of oil is in 
full operation, Western Europe 
will still be 20 to 35 per cent 
short of its normal supply, 

France and Denmark already 
are rationing gasoline, and Brit- 
ain has ordered rationing to 
begin Dec. 17, 

Anti-trust provisions which 
normally bar combined opera- 
tions by individual oil compa- 
nies are being waived in the 
emergency, ‘with the Attorney 
General’s consent. 

Government officials said the 
distribution quotas for Euro- 
pean countries would be work- 
ed out on an “equitable” basis,

HAVANA, Dec. 1 (Kyodo-UP)

Small:bands of armed civilians 
struck in six eastern Cuban 
cities Friday. They raided Gov- 
ernment buildings, sabotaged 
public utilities and seized pri- 
vate stocks of weapons. 

‘The raids touched off a series 
of island-wide roundups of 
known political opponents of 
Batista. More than 200 persons 
were taken into custody. 

Sources said the hit-and-run 
commando-style attacks indicat- 
ed a sharp change in tactics 
by the revolutionaries. More 
such raids were expected. 

Heretofore, the rebels attack- 
ed definite military objectives, 
such as the garrisons at 
Santiago and Matanzas. The 
sources said Friday’s raids, 
erupting almost simultaneously 
in cities as much as 30 miles 
apart, indicated the rebels may 
now be relying on a guerrilla- 
like campaign.

team in the Melbourne Games, that Japan should follow the ex- 
ample of America on paying the biggest importance to coaching 
for the development of track and field. : 

Oda said the main reason for the sweeping American victories 
in the particular field of sports was the presence of “efficient 


professional coaches in America.” 


His‘ observation, theugh re- 


stricted to the cinders only, applies to the entire sports domain in 


Japan.

past. But, coming as it did after the string of defeats Japan suf- 
fered not only in track and field but in other sports, and prospects 
of a change of fortune for Japan none too bright with only a

Oda, who won the hop, step and jump in the 1928 Olympics, la. 
menied the dearth of good, paid coaches in Japan, and said, to 
quote the United Press dispatch, “In other words there is no 
systematic method of developing track and field athletics in 


Japan.” 


is all the more chagrining because, as further evidence that 

it pays to hire qualified coaches, Oda cited the success other 
nations in Asia have attained by doing just that. 

He said the difference in size, between the bigger Americans 
and the smaller Japanese, was of secondary concern, Proper coa‘h- 
ing will surmount this physical disparity, Oda intimates. 

But alas, Oda’s outcry, though it has not fallen on deaf ears, 
will evaporate into thin air as have many other similar findings 


and recommendations. 


Ring magazine editor Nat Fleischer, of 


whom there is no better judge of boxing flesh, advised Japan to 
hire professional coaches to develop the abounding talent in boxing 
he found here, He said Cuba, Italy and Thailand consistently pro- 
duce world-ranking boxers because of a program to develop box- 
ing centered on the teachings of competent foreign coaches.
